On ihe Union Course, L. I., when 3 years old, 
| Sir l.bVKi.f. ran a match against a Diimiddie 
j Coh of C. R. Cohleu’i*, three mile heats, and won, 
‘ distancing his antagonist: — when 4 years old he 
j won the two mile sweepstake, over the Union 
■ Course, I,. I . healing five good Itorsps. In the fail 
j of the same year he was trained again, and ran 
; or Ihe $200 purse, two mi>e heats, over the Pough- 
keepsie, course, which lie won with oase, heating 
Hotspur, Timoleon. and a number of other c»*le- 
bralefl horses. The night folMw iug, his groom 
foundered him — notwithstanding, on the last da) 
of Iht same inonih, (October) lie won a s.veep- 
slake, 3 mile heals, over the New Market Course, 
L. 1., beating Grey Roman (out of Ariel’s Ham) 
and many others. In the winter following, he w as 
sold to a gentleman of Pennsylvania, and was to 
he delivered to him on the 1st of April, in cover- 
ing condition — -the contract not having been made 
good on the part of the purchaser, he was again 
put in training and commenced walking. On the 
6th of April, at the time he commenced training, 
he was very fleshy — notwithstanding , on the 12ih 
day of May following, he w$s entered for the $400 
purse, three mile heats, which he won with ease, 
carrying I22!bs. beating the famous mme Ariel, 
Bachelor and Yankee Maid - -time, first heat 5m. 
47s. — second heat, 5in. 53s. 'I'aking into con 
sideratinn the very short time he had been in train- 
ing (li*»e weeks) this tare was considered as one 
of the best ever run on Long Island, and at onca 
stamped SIR LOVELL as a first rale race horse. 
In the ensuing week, he ran with Ariel for the 
$500 purse, four mile heats, at Poughkeepsie, 
where he won the first heat in great time, 7m. 
60s. considering the state of the course, which 
was very heavy — the second heat he led the mare 
three ami three quarter mileF, when she passed 
him and won the beat — he was then withdrawn. 
There was no jockeying at the time; it was ow- 
ing to his want of sufficient training that he lost 
the race. Two days afterwards, over the same 
course, he took the $200 purse — two mile heats — 
healing Lady Hunter, Maryland Eclipse, and 
Malton — time, first heat 3m. 51 s., carrying 121lbs. 
This is great time , considering Lovell run eight 
nnlcs'two days previous, bbl it was soon forgotten 
in his superior and almost unequalled time, time 
of the second heat — which was contested inch by 
inch in the most spirited style by Sir Lovell and 
Lady Hunter, and won by Lovell in 3m. 46s. — 
When it is known that the course is eight feet over 
a mile, and that the horses carried six-year-old 
weights, this heal will doubtless be recorded as 
one of the quickest in the annals of racing. In 
the following week, he ran a Match Race of two 
mile heats , ever the Union Course, L. I., for $6,- 
000 , with the well known mare Ironette, in which 
he won the first heat in 3m. 45s. and in the next, 
distanced his opponents in 3m. 45s. Thus run- 
ning four races in the short space of two weeks and 
only losing a single heat — further comment is un- 
necessary . 

Puffing has become so common with persons 
who have horses, that I deem it a disgrace to a good 
horse to say more than what is recorded in the 
Sporting Registers concerning them, for which, as 
to SIR LOVELL, the public is referred. Lov- 
ell will stand at my stables on the Tales’ creak 
road in Jessamine county, 8 miles from Lexington 
and five from Nicholasvjlle. Owing to the great 
number of horses in Kentucky , Lovell will be let 
to mares at the reduced price of 30 dollars, which 
can be discharged by 25 dollars if paid in the sea- 
son. The season will commence on tlte lOlhof 
March, and end the 1st of July. AH possible 
care taken with Mares from a distance, but no lia- 
bility for accidents or escapes.

UNITED STATES— MEXICO— 
TEXAS. 

( CONCLUDED .) 

Mr. Forsthv to Mr. Gorostiza. 
[Memorandum for Mr. Gorosliza of what 
was said to him hv Mr. Forsyth in their 
conference on the 20th April, 1836. 
Mr. Forsyth stated to Mr. Gorosliza, 
that in consequence of the contest in 
Texas, the movements of some citizens 
of the Uuitod States on the Red river, 
and apprehsnded hostile intentions of the 
Indians in Mexico, against the United 
States, and of the Indians within the U. 
States against Mexico, orders would be 
given to General Gaines, to lake such a 
position with the troops of the United 
States, as would enable him to pi serve 
the Territory of the United States, and of 
Mexico, from Indians outrage, and the 
Territory of the United Slates from any 
violation hv the Mexicans, Texians, or 
j Indians , during tbe disturbances unfor- 
tun.telv existing in that quarter, and 
that th. troops of the United States 
would be ordered to protect the commis- 
sioners and surveyors of the two Govfirn- 
ments, whenever they should meet to ex- 
ecute the instructions to he prepared un- 
der the treaty of limits between the U. 
States and tlio United Mexican States 
Should the troops, in performance of their 
duty, be advanced beyond the point, 
Mexico might suppose was within (ho 
Territory of the United States, the oc- 
cupation of the position was not to be 
taken as an indication ufany hostile feel- 
ing, or of a desire to establish a posses- 
sion or ciaiin*hol justified by the treaty 
f limits. T»e occupation would be pre- 
cautionary mid provisional, and would be 
abandoned whenever (the lino icing 
un,nn l the truelimit* marked) the dis- 
turbances iu that region should cease;

Mr. Forysth to Mr. Gorostiza. 

Mr. Forsyth’s informal reply to Air. 
Gorostiza’s answer to the memorandum 
of the conference between them on the 
20th instant. 

Mr. Gorostiza has obviously not com- 
prehend clearly the observations made 
him bv ilfr. Forsyth on the 20th instant, 
or he would not have thought it *eccs- 
sary to make the extended reply which 
has been informally submitted. Air. 
Gorostiza seems to take it for granted 
that General Gaines will he ordered to 
take a position in Texas on Territory 
known to be beyond the limits of the U. 
States. By referring to th* paper given 
to him at his request, itfr. Gorostiza will 
see that the expression is, “should the 
troops of the United States, in perform- 
ance of this duty, be advanced beyond 
• he point, Mrsiro might suppose was 
within the Territory of the U. States, the 
occupation of the position,” &c. 

This notice to Air. Gorostiza was not 
intended to express th. intention to oc- 
cupy a post within the acknowledged 
known limits of Mexico, but to apprize 
Mexico, that if General Gaines should 
occupy a position supposed by each Go- 
vernment to be within its limits, that oc- 
cupation would not he used either as the 
foundation of a claim or to strengthen a 
claim — the sole purpose being to enable 
this Government to do its duty to itself 
and to Mexico; and the. concluding para- 
graph with respect to the abandonment 
of any post thus occupied which might 
be found within the Territory of Mexico 
was intended to convey the information 
that abandonment would take place as 
soon as that fact was ascertained, unless 
the disturbed condition of the country’ at 
that time should render its continued pos- 
session indispensable to the safety ot the 
United Stales, and under circumstances 
wou'd justify ithe occupation, in thejudg 
ment of the Mexican Government itself, 
at least iu that of every impartial power. 
Mr. Gorostiza must not understand that 
the Government of the United Stale* in- 
tends to interfere in any manuer in the 
disturbances of its neighbors. Ihe troops 
of General Gaines will be employed only 
in protecting the interests ol Ihe United 
Slates and those of the Mexican I erri- 
tory, according to the obligations of the 
treaty’ between the two powers.

Mr. Forsyth to Mr. Gorostiza.- 
Department of State, 
Washington, 10th May, 1830c 
The undersigned Secretary of Stato 
of the United Slates, having submitted 
the note of Mr. Gorostiza, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
the Mexican Republic, of the S)lh instant, 
to the President, has now the honor, by 
his instructions, to reply. The President 
did not expect that any orders given by 
his authority would have produced either 
surprise or regret in the mind of a f£- 
presentaiive of a frisndlv power. He 
observes, however, that Mr. Gorostiza 
has not perceived the peculiar force of 
terms used hv the authority of the Ex- 
ecutive. General Gaines is not authoriz- 
ed to advance to Nacogdoches, but he is 
ordered *ot to go beyond that point. To 
Mr. Gorostiza the distinction may not 
seem to he s”, but in the view of the 
President it is important. The terms 
used limit the authority given, and were 
chosen with the express inton tion to a- 
void misconstruction of the motive of tho 
advance. To effect one ef the great ob- 
jects for which General Gaines ia Sent 
to the frontier.i.e. line to fulfil our treaty 
with Mexico, by protecting its Territory 
against the Indians within the United 
States, the troop* of the United States 
might justly he sent into the heart of 
Mexico, and their presence, instead of 
being complained of, would bo the 
strongestevidence 'of fidelity to engage- 
ments and friendship to Mexico. Nor 
could the good faith and friendship of the 
act be doubted, if troops of the United 
States were sent into the Mexican Ter- 
ritory to prevent embodied Mexican In- 
dians, justly suspected of such design 4 
from assailing the frontier settlements 
of the United States. With the full ex- 
planation of the design of the movement 
ns far as Nacogdoches, il it should be 
made, which it is hoped will not he ne- 
cessary, the President did not apprehend 
that the room was left for satisfaction 
or complaint; and-he thinks that the 
course Air. Gorostiza has thought it fliff 
duty to pursue, is the result of an appre- 
hension of consequences that cannot en- 
sue, if all the parties are just ts the de- 
signs and pretensions of each other. Mr 
Gorosi iza’s protest obviously springs 
from the idea that the advance of Gen- 
eral Gaines is to be founded on a claim 
of Territory by the United States, and 
hence his’ itnxiety to argue the ques- 
tion of right to the possession of Nacog 
doches and the Territory in its vicin- 
age. Contrary to his wish, the Presi- 
dent finds himself compelled to require 
the undersigned to remind Mr. Gorostiza 
that Mexico is not in possession of the 
Territory bordering on the United States, 
wherever the true line may be. Whe- 
ther the Government of Mexico will ob- 
tain, and can maintain possession of it, 
are qucstotis now at issue by the most 
sanguinary arbitrament. Until they arc 
deceived, the undersigned undent rods 
Gorosliza to maintain, that the possession 
I of 'I exas is the possession of Mexico, and 
that any advance upon the Territory 
claimed as part ol Texas by its sell-con- 
stituted authorities, is considered essen- 
tially and in its effects a positive viola- 
tion of the known Territory of Mexico. 
The Mexican government must be aware 
that portions of the territory ever admit- 
ted to belong, as well ns that clafrped to 
belong, to the United States, is represnt- 
ed in the Texian government. The 
known territory of the United States* is, 
then, now violated by Mexico, since the 
Government of Mexico is, upon the prin- 
ciple involved, responsible for this usur- 
pation of a right over the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and this attempt to 
limit the extent of iheir territorial pos- 
session. This fact of itself would justi- 
fy an nrlvnnce of General Gaines to any 
point necessary to the vindication of the 
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rights of the United Stated, or to retort 
on injury upon Mexie<»(or Texas, which 
■ever is responsible,) for the original 
wrong. But the President has not design- 
ed to vindicate a riglu, or retort a wrong, 
in the orders that have been given. He 
looks forward patiently to the period 
which cannot be far distant, when the 
territorial rights of the United States will 
according to long existing stipulations, 
be authoritatively designated and mark- 
ed by competent and trustworthy agents, 
so as to leave no room for further cavil 
and dispute; and in the meanwhile he 
desires to occuppy no position'by mili- 
tary force which the circumstances by 
which the generalcommanding the troops 
of the United States ia surrounded, do 
not justify. 

The undersigned is instructed further 
to reply to Mr. Gorostiza, that the claims 
of the United States are founded upon 
the treaty of limits, and are to be main- 
tained by the ireay of limits. As the 
true demarcation, according to that trea- 
ty, has not been partially made known 
to Mexico, it is because there has been, 
on the part of that*government,. a delay 
to proceed to|the execution of that instru- 
ment. Questions belonging to the du- 
ties of the commissioners and surveyors, 
could not be properly presented or con- 
sidered, until they met to enter upon 
those duties. A corresp rndence between 
the United States and Mexico for the 
adoption of the treaty of limits made be- 
tween Spain and the United States,.was 
no place to look for traces of the preten- 
sions of the two Government founded on 
a construction of that instrument; nor 
were they likely tobe found in the corres- 
pondence for the additional article to pro- 
vide for carrying that treaty into effect. 
It could only be when in the course of 
execution, that the rival pretensions of 
parties and the conflicting constructions 
could arise. To discuss them in advances 
would have been useless, if not suspi- 
cious. It is not, therefore, surprising, 
that ’Mr. Gorostiza should have risen 
from the perusal of the correspondence 
to which he refers, without accurate 
knowledge of the claims of the U . Slates. 
The undersiged is constrained, however, 
to express his surprise at the apparent 
want of information on this subject, de- 
rivable from [other sources, in. the Mexi- 
can Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
•Plenipotentiary. The indication in Mr. 
Butler’s note the 2fsi, December, 1834, 
was of itself sufficiently distinct to have 
elicited inquiry. If not made, it is pre- 
sumed it was because the allusion was 
understood. Whatever may have been 
done or omitted' prior to that time, it is 
certain that want of inlbamation on this 
point since November last,, cannot be 
complained of by the Mexican Govern- 
ment. The undersigned had the honor 
to give to the .Mexican Charge d’Affairs, 
Mr. Cast llo, in a conferrenee * in that 
month, the most distinct intimation of 
the claims and expectations of the Gcv 
ment of the United States,, under the 
treaty of limits and the additional,, ar- 
ticle, a conference which the undersign 
ed has supposed was the chief cause of 
the subsequent extraordinary mission of 
Mr. Gorostiza to the U. S. 

The undersigned is instructed by the 
President to decline any discussion at 
present of the claims or pretensions of 
the United States to the territory in ques- 
tion. The appropriate occasion for ad- 
vancing them is approaching. The 
United States are preparing, and will 
hasten to be ready to execute, in perfect 
good faith, the treaty, according to the 
second additional article lately agreed 
upon, and they expect that Mexico will 
b9 equally prompt. Whatever the Unit- 
ed States ‘cannot maintain by reason and 
facts, according to a just construction of. 
the treaty of limits, will not be instituted 
upon. In the mean time the undersign- 
ed is instructed to repeat in the most ex- 
plicit terms, for the satisfaction of the 
American Government, that the orders 
given to General Gaines were not given 
because the United States believed they 
had claims to the territory beyond Na- 
oogdoches, nor with a view to assert, 
strengthen, or maintain those claims, 
but simply and exclusively to prevent 
consequences likely to- grow out of the 
bloody contest begun in that quarter, the 
end of which it is difficult to foresee. 

The undersigned avails himself of this 
occasion to reiterate to Mr. Gorostiza the 
assurances of his most distinguished con 
sideration.

The Secretary of State, in reply to 
Mr. Gorostiza’s note of the 10th instant, 
on the subject of the publication of the 
memorandum of the conference of the 
of the 20th of April, has the honor to 
inform him that the communication of 
the memorandum to a committee of Con- 
gress, by the Department of War, was 
made without the knowledge of the De- 
partment of State; that the memoran- 
dum has not been publsihed by any 
branch of this Government; but has been 
made known incidently through the pub- 
lic journals, as a part of the proceedings 
of Congress. How far, under these cir- 
cumstances, a compliance with Mr. Go- 
rostiza’s request to have the correspon- 
dence, which grew out of the memoran- 
dum of the 20th of April, made known, 
is required by justice to Mexico or her 
representative, is rendered unnecessary 
by the call which has just been made by 
the House of Representatives, including 
that correspondence; which oall will be 
answered as soon as the papers can bo 
prepared. The Secretary of State hopes 



that, in the meantime, the well under! 
stood devotion of Mr. Gorostiza to his| 
country will shield him from the efforts 
of any injurious misconception. 

The Secretary of State embraces this 
opportunity to offer Mr. Gorostiza renew- 
ed assurances of his most distinguished ] 
consideration.

Sir: It has become necessary for me 
to call your attention to the probable 
event of a contest between the different 
portions of the Mexican Empire in the 
vicinity of the United States. Some of 
our citizens may, from their connection 
with the settlers there, and from their en- 
terprise and love of change, be induced 
to forget their duty to their own Govern- 
ment, and Us obligations to foreign pow- 
ers; but it is the fixed determination of 
the Executive faithfully to discharge, so 
far as its power extends, ull the obliga- 
tions of the Government, and more espe- 
cially that which requires that we shall 
abstain, under every temptation, from in- 
termeddling withithe domestic disputes of 
other nations. 

You are, therefore, earnestly enjoined, 
should the contest begin, to he attentive 
to all movements of a hostile character, 
which may be contemplated or attempted 
within your district, and to prosecute, 
wilhout discrimination, all violation of 
those laws of the United States, which 
have been enacted for the purpose of 
preserving peace, and of fulfilling the ob- 
ligations of treaties with foreign powers.

“ The undersigned, Secretary of State 
of the -United States, has had the honor 
to receive the note of the 19lh Novem- 
,ber, 1835, addressed to him by the Act- 
ing Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
j Mexican Republic, and avails himselt of 
the departure of Mr. Ellis, recently a|)- 
pointed Charge d’Affairs for Mexico, to 
transmit the answer to it which the un- 
dersigned has been directed by th*J?res- 
ident to give.” 

“ But the subjects of that letter had 
been already acted upon when the note 1 
of the Acting Minister of Foreign A f- , 
fairs of the Mexican Republic was re-] 
ceived, and the President instructs the 
undersigned to express his conviction 1 
that the course which has been adopted, 
while it has been dictated by a jus', re- 
gard to the interests of the U. States and 
his obligations under their laws, is en- 
tirely consistent with that sympathy for 
the Me.rg^cau Republic, and that anxiety 
for its prosperity, which the U. Slates 
has ever professed and felt, and by which 
their intercourse with it has been uni- 
formly regulated. As to the first object 
of complaint, the principles which have 
governed the United States, in (he con- 
test between Spain and the Spanish 
American States, and in the numerous 
internal contests in Spanish America, 
are too well known to require explana- 
tion. So soon as it was apparent that 
the dispute between Texas and the dom- 
inant pnrty in the other Mexican States 
would be carred to extemities, and indi- 
cations were observed of a desire in some 
of the citizens of the United States to 
take part in the struggle, all the meas- 
uses in his power were adopted by TTie 
President to prevent any interference 
that could by possibility involve the Uni- 
ted States in the dispute, or give just oc- 
casion for suspicions of an unfriendly de 
sign on the part of this Government to 
intermedle in a domestic quarrel of a 
neighboring State. Notice was given to 
the Charge d’Affairs of the measures ad- 
opted,. and the principles and course of 
the United Stutes, distinctly and fully, 
and the undersigned trusts, satisfactorily- 
explained to him. This has certainly 
been communicated to his Government, 
and has, with equal certainty, satisfied 
the Acting Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the Mexican Republic that it is the 
determination of the Executive of the 
United Slates to employ every measure 
permitted by our own laws for prevent- 
ing, as far as possible, the injpry a friend- 
ly nation might sustain from interference 
in a question entirely domestic. For the 
conductof individuals which the Govern- 
ment of the United States cannot cpn- 
trol, it is not in any respect responsible, 
and the Mexican government well under- 
stands how far the funds and' the exer- 
tions and the combined efforts of indi- 
viduals may he made to contribute to the 
aid of parties in a foreign contest without 
in the slightest degree implicating the 
Government of this country. The Act- 
ing Minister of Foreign Affairs of the] 
Mexican Republic must be aware that 
all this preceded any official communica- 
tion of the character of the contest go- 
ing on, or of the precautions and regula- 
tions, adopted by either party to it in the 
assertion of their respective pretentions, 
and (hat as yet the United States have 
not been distinctly informed of those ad- 
opted by the Government of Mexico.”

“ FROM TEXAS. 

“Col. Darrington informs us that Gen. 
Houston was encamped on the West of 
the Brassos, at Groces,’ a very strong 
position, with an aggregate force, of a- 
bout 2,500 men, and daily increasing. 
The troops were also in high spirits. — 
The Mexican army, on the 2d of April,] 
were at Bastrap on the Colorado. Tex. 
as is broken up, and all the women and 
children are fleeing, and in the most de- 
plorable condition. The inhabitants of j 
Natchitoches have subscribed largely,; 
and sent many supplies for the relief of 
the fugitives. On the 14th of April, 
Nacogdoches was safe, but deserted. — 
On the 1st of April, Col. Darington left 
the body of fugitives in the fork between 
Nadasoto and Brassos, in Rjohinson’s col- 
ony. The Indians aie’openly hostile in 
the neighborhood, and should the Navas- 
ato continue up, the inhabitants are at 
the mercy of the Mexicans, should they 
appear on the San Antoine road. Idle! 
rumors, says our informant, have dhne 
more to the injury of Texas, than the: 
horde of Mexicans have done. General 
Gaines was encamped in Wilkinson’s old 
camp, east of the Sabine, with a force 
estimated at about 000 men. As uttho 
gathering of the Indians on the Sabine, 
Col. Darrington says he knows nothing, 
and thinks there is no cause for the de- 
struction and breaking up _of Nacogdo- 
ches. 

“lie met between the Sabine and 
Brassos, 500 men on their way to Hous- 
ton’s camp.” 

He is of the opinion that the Caddo 
Indians cannot be concerned in attacking' 
the Texians and that they are but fe\v in 
number, and quite insignificant. 

General Gaines has at his disposal the 
3d, 5th, and 7th regiments of infantry, 
and thq, whole of the regiment , of dra- 
goons, which I should think sufficient, 
if he will properly dispose of them, to 
enable him to fulfil his instructions with- 
out calling for the brigade of volunteers 
from Louisiana. 

From what I can discover, it appears 
to me that it would be better to extend] 
our military establishment at once to! 
20,000 men, instead of 10,000, as it has] 
been proposed. The conduct of the 
Seminoles will have its influence with 
the other nations and tribes, and know- 
ing the restlessness of the Indians, and 
their proneness to war, I am persuaded 
it will be most prudent, as well as most 
economical, to raise and keep up at once 
a force capable of effecting promptly any 
course proper to be pursued towards the 
Indians or blacks in case of insurrection, 
and at Ihe same time to defend the mari- 
time frontier against foreign attack.

NEW METHOD OF RAISING CU- 
CUMBERS. 

After all that Gulliver and dactors 
have said against cucumbers, they are 
still a welcome dish upon most tables, &• 
when eaten in moderation are probably 
heajlhful. That they are not so when 
eaten immoderately is, we have no doubt 
also true. Cucumbers are most sought 
after early in the season, and we have 
picked up our pen to tell how we mana- 
ged last year to have them in perfection, 
long before they were plentiful in mar- 
ket. 

Having cleared the soil to the depth 
of 12 or 15 inches, from a space four 
feet in diameter, we planted an old nail 
keg in the centre, and filled up around 
with fresh manure, and covered it over 
with six or eight inches of earth, forming 
a mound of a foot or more in height, and 
six feet in diameter with (he open ended 
empty keg in the centre, into which, in 
very dry weather we could pour water, 
which wotf'd escape into the manure 
through the opening, and prevent the 
perishing of the vines. The seed was 
planted on the mound, notin the keg, for 
that was empty, in March or April, ° and 
the heat ofthedermenting manuro forced 
them up vigorously. We had heavy frost 

afterwards, and the surface of the earth 
was completely frozen, but it was only 
necessary to lay a hoard over Ihe plants, 
and the warmth below was amply soffit’ 
cient to protect them. The only objec 
in using the keg, was to prerent 'the 'wa- 
ter from running from down the side of 
the mound. The plan worked well, and 
as it is now about the time to renew thei 
experiment, we publish it that others] 
also may enjoy the advantages. A frame 
for the vines to run upon b advantage- 
ous .

Chambers, ot this city, commandant 
of the Sixth Division, Kentucky Militia, 
is ready to lead that number of men, (if 
they should tender their services,) to the 
rescue of our bleeding countrymen in 
Florida and Alabama. 

A bill Iras passed Congress, authoris- 
ing the acceptance ot the services of ten 
thousand volunteers, the* officers to be 
chosen by the men and commissioned by 
the States, and the whole to receive pay 
from the date of their enrolment.

I presume the statement of 
the tragic.scene made in the enclosed is 
snbstnntjally correct. The unprecedent- 
ed perfidy — the shameless cruelly of our 
enemies must and will be chastised.

Unor about the 12th of March, orders 
were issued by Gen. Houston, to destroy 
the town aud fort of La Bahia, and the 
forces to fall hack to Gonzalez, to urlite 
with him and concentrate all the Texian 
forces. 

Prior to the receipt of these orders, 
Captain King’s company was ordered to 
the Mission, (a' distance of about 25 
miles,) in order to relieve some families 
who were in danger of falling into the en 
emiea’ hands. Upon their arrival at the 
Mission they were met and attacked by 
a large body of the enemy, and after a 
gallant and well sustained fight, retreat- 
ed in an orderly and judicious manner 
to the church, where they sustained them- 
selves against a very superior number of 
Mexicans and Indians with but small loss 
to themselves, but a severe loss to the 
enemy, until relieved by the Georgia bat- 
talion under Col. Ward," who had been 
sent to their aid. The separation of our 
forces caused us to delay our retreat. An 
express' was sent to C4. Ward at the 
Mission, to fall back and join the forces 
at Goliad with all possible despatch, or 
should he be cut off by llte enemy, (of 
whose advance from San Patrico wo had 
intelligence,) to make good his retreat 
through the Gaudaloupe bottom, and join 
the army at Victoria. 

Outlie 16th our scouts brought intelli- 
gence that a body of the enemy, 1500 
strong, were on the San Antonio road. — 
Many of the cannon having been dis- 
mounted preparatory to a retreat, we im- 
mediately remounted them, as We antici- 
pated an attack that night. About 12 o’- 
clock the picket guard gave the alarm, 
and retreated into the fort; it however 
proved to be only the enemy’s spfesre- 
connoitering. On the 17th the enemv 
forded the San Antonio river and shewed 
themselves at the old Mission, a distance 
from our fort of 4 miles. This day we 
destroyed the’whole town of La Bahia by 
fire, battering down all ruined walls, so 
as to secure us a full sweep of the ene- 
my, should they attack the fort. 

March 18. — The enemy still hovering j 
round the old Mission, a council of war] 
was called, when it was decided, that in- 
asmuch as our ammunition was not suffi- 
cient to sustain a siege, and as our provi- 
sions were short, and as we wore well a-| 
ware of the overwhelming force of the 
enemy, it was advisable to fail back to 
Victoria. 

This night we made cverv preparation 
for an early retreat. m tl.e morning, and 
by day-light every one was in marching 
order; before day a scouting party was 
despatched toascertain the position of the 
enemy, who returned shortly after day- 
light and reported the lower road being 
clear. Col. Horton was then ordered bv 
Col. Fannin to post all advance, rear, 

. right and left guard. March 19th, at a 
bout 64 A. M,, took the line of retreat to- 
wards the lower Ford, and about 9 A. M.

and met Gen. Urea, Governor of Duran- 
to remain in] go, commander of the Mexican forces, 
and the following treaty Was concluded 
upon, and solemnly ratified; a topy of it 
in Spanish was retained by Gen. Urea 
and one in English by Col; Fannin.

We were about 300 yards to the left of 
ths road, in a valley of about six feet be- 
low the mean base, of about one fourth of 
a mile; we were unfortunately obliged to 
lake that very disadvantageous position in 
in consequence of our having pursued our 
advance so far in order to gain the woods; 
we drew our wagon into a clus'er, form- 
ed ou selves into an oblong circle around 
them, and poster! our artillery in position 
to defend it ; the circle was about 40 feet 
of shortest central diameter, and about 60 
feet of longest diameter. It wus now 
one o’clock, P. M., at which time we 
were attacked on all sides by the enemy, 
with a brisk fire of musketry; we were 
ordered not to fire until the word of com- 
mand was given, in order to draw the en- 
emy within rifle shot — we reserved out 
fire for about ten minutes, and several 
were wounded in our ranks previous to 
our firing; at the request of the officers, 
the artillery was permitted to open fire; 
the wind was blowing (lightly from the 
N E and the smoke of our cannon cover- 
ed the enemy, under which thoy made a 
desperate charge but were repulsed with 
a very severe loss; our cannon was load- 
ed with canisters of musket balls, and 
the howitzer with grist — in this manner 
the action was kept up with great fury 
by tiie enemy; charge after charge being 
made by cavalry and infantry jand al- 
ways repelled with heavy loss on their! 
part. Our men behaved nobly, and al- 
though surrounded by overwhelming; 
numbers, not a change of couulenunce 
could be seen. * 

Tims was the battle kept up, and upon 
the repulse of each charge column upon 
'column of the enemy were seen to fall! 
like bees before smoke. Here would bo 
seen horses flyiug in every direction ] | Santa 
without riders, and there dismounted cav- 
alry making their escape on foot, while 
the field was literally covered with dead 
bodies; — it was a sorry sight to see our 
small circle; it had become muddy with 
blood; Colonel Fannin had been so badly 
wounded at the first or second fire, so as 
to disable him; the wounded shrieking for 
water which we had not to give them. — 

The fight continued until dusk, when l he | 
enemy retreated, leaving us masters ofi 
the field, with ten men killed and wound- 
ed, while the enemy lay around heap up-! 
pen heap. We possesseo a groat advan-j 
tage over the Mexicans, they having no 
artillery, and we having niuelirass pieces] 
with which we kept up au incessant fire 
of musket bulls. 

It now became prudent to take meas-] 
ures ns to our next procedure, according-} 
ly the officers were all summoned to Col.] 
Fannin, where he lay wounded, and the 
question was whether we should main- 
tain our position or retreat; it was car- 1 
ried that we should maintain ourselves as 
long as possible. Consequently, we! 
commenced heaving up a redoubt some! 
three feet above the prairie, exclusive of: 
the d) ke. 

The night was now very dark and 
cloudy, drizzling with misty rain and fog, 
the enemy encompassed us, and kept up 
a continual sound to charge, so that we 
appeared to be surrounded with bugles.! 

We had with us 1000 spare muskets,! 
which were loaded and each man took 1 
an equal share, our cannon ammunition 
j being nearly exhausted. Daylight broke] 

(upon us in this situation, and some of our] 
men went out about a hundred yards and 
brought into camp two Mexican prison- 1 
ors, bq;h badlj' wounded; from them we 
ascertained that the number opposed to 
was 1900 bundled men, and that a rein- 
forcement of two brigades of artillery!

The officer* were then called upon to 
deliver their side arms, which were box- 
ed up, with th.ir names placed by a tick- 
et upon each, and a label upon (be box 
slating, they should soon have tho honor 
of returning them, and it was their prin- 
ciple to meet us now as friends not as 
enemies. 

Col. Fannin and tho men were that 
afternoon marched back to La Bahia, 
the wounded together with the captain 
ot each company, and our surgeon? were 
left on the field to dress llte wounded, 
which was completed on the 21st, when 
we were all conveyed back to., the fort, 
where vve found the men in a m ist do- 1 
plornble state. They were brutally treat- 
ed — they were allowed very little water; 
to drink, in consequence of its having t» 
be brought from the river, and but a 
small piece of meat without salt, bread* 
or vegetables. On tbu 23d Major Miller; 
and 90 men were brought into the fortj 
prisoners; they had just landed at Co-i 
pane from the United States. 

On the 25th the Georgia battalion was 
brought in: it had been surprised and 
captured between Victoria and Doinill’s 
Point, und marched "hack and confined 
with us. Here we were nearly 500 
strong, guarded by 1000 Mexicans, with- 
out being allowed the slightest liberty in 
any i espect. 

The Mexicans had always said that; 
Santa Anna would be at La Bahia oil the 
27ih, to release us 
day, we were ordered to 
prisoners; vve were to(d that we were 
going to bring wood and water, and that, 
Anna would be there that day; 
we were ordered to march all the officers; 
at the head of the li e, except Col, Fan- 
nin, who lay wounded i:t the hospital. 
As we marched out of the sally port, vve 
saw hollow squares formed ready to ro ; 
ceive us; vve were ordered to file left, 
and marched into a hollow square of dou- 
ble file cavalry, on foot armed with car- 
bines, commonly called scopets and 
broad swords. 

This square was filled and closed, and 
the head of the remaining files wheeled 
off into the other squares, and so on, 
until all were strouglv guarded in 
squares; the company of which the wri- 
ter of this was one, was ordered for- 
ward and no more was seen of our uu- 
fortuuaie comrades: we marched out ou 
the Bexar road, near the burying ground 
and as wo were ordered to halt, vve heard 
our companions shrieking in the most ag- 
onizing tones, “Oh, God ! Olt, God ! Spare 
us!” and nearly simultaneously a report 
of musketry. It was then, we knew 
what was to be our fate. The writer pi 
this then observed to Major Wallace, who 
was his file leader, that it would be bet- 
ter to make a desperate rush; he said no, 
vve were too strongly guarded, he then 
appealed to several others, but none 
would follow; he then sprung and struck 
the soldier on his right a severe blow 
with his fist, they being at open files, the 
soldier at the other file attempted to shoot 
him, but being too close was unable; — • 
the soldeir then turned his gun and struck 
the writer a severe blow upon the left 
hand. I then seized hold of the gun and 
wrenched it from his hand, and instantly 
started and ran towards the river. A 
platoon of men (I have since been in- 
formed, by two others who made their 
escape by falling when fired upon among 
the dead bodies of their comrades) wheel- 
ed and Hired upon me, but all missed.— 
I then had a chain of sentinels to pass
